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The Mystery of the Spooky Stone Head 
By Jean Perry 

One day back in the 1950s, a woman went about 
her work on the old family farm in Dartmouth. The day 
was dark and the sky cloudy, and as the older woman 
worked in the yard by the old ancient torn down stone 
wall, the rain fell on and around her; nevertheless, she 
persisted in her labor, probably tossing aside some of the 


discovered "King Phillip's Head", probably because of 
the location where it was found. Parsons said. But how it 
ended up at the bottom of a crumbling stone wall is only 
one of the mysteries surrounding the stone head. There 
are still other questions, like, where did it originate? Who 
made it, and why? Whose face is forever sculpted into the 
coarse surface of this 14-inch tall, seven-inch wide stone, 
that was hidden away face down in the ground beneath 


rocks that she could lift and rolling heavier ones over to 
the side. 

One of those stones at the bottom of the falling 
down wall was a bit more peculiar than the rest. It was 
odd, the shape of it. She moved in closer and kicked the 
16-pound stone over with her foot. It's unknown when 
the last time that particular rock saw the light of day 
before Warren Parson's grandmother unearthed it over 
a half a century ago, but the rock was indeed special 
enough to be on display for years in a local museum 
and remain in the family to this very day right here in 
Mattapoisett. 

"It's a family inheritance," said Parsons. "A 
strange inheritance." For how many families do you know 
that possess a garnet-encrusted granite stone head that 
likely pre-dates the colonial era of New England? 

"My grandmother saw the face of it and she 
kicked it over and said, 'whoa!'" 

Parson's 'gram' named the stone head she

the weight of centuries of time? 

Could it be Native American? Or Viking, Parsons 
wonders aloud. Or maybe it came from South America 
somehow. 

But perhaps the most pressing question was -- at 
least for Parsons and his brother — could this stone head 
be haunted? 

"Back then it was a pretty strange anomaly. It still 
is!" said Parsons. "I used to take it for show and tell in 
first and second grade until they put it in the museum." 

The stone head found a temporary home at the 
old Children's Museum in Russells Mills in Dartmouth 
until the location closed and the museum was relocated to 
Gulf Hill some time in the 1960s or '70s, Parsons said. 

"When they closed down the museum we got it 
back and my brother kept it," said Parsons. "He said it 
was evil and he wanted to bury it back in the ground. He 
felt evil in it." 

That's when Parsons took the stone head for 
himself and has kept it for about 30 years now. 

On March 18,1999, Geochron Laboratories of 
Cambridge took samples of the scant remains of some 
organic paint found within the eyes and mouth of the 
stone head's face for a radiocarbon age determination. 
Later that May, the lab reported that the carbon dating 
analysis determined the stone head was 400 years old.

plus or minus 40 years. Parsons has a copy of the report, 
which he has kept to show naysayers who doubt the 
validity of the stone head. 

Parsons described the location of the old family 
farm in the Slocum Road area of Dartmouth as beautiful, 
overlooking the Paskamansett River valley. 

"It was probably a very important site and 
that was probably why they (whoever they were) put 
it there," said Parsons. He also speculated that perhaps 
the stone head was hidden there on purpose to protect it 
during subsequent violent upheavals between the Native 
Americans and the colonial settlers. But his guess is as 
good as anybody else's at this point - that is, unless there 
is someone out there, perhaps someone who has found a 
similar stone head somewhere and knows more about the 
history of such seemingly spooky things.

Meanwhile, the mystery of the stone head 
persists, even as Parsons and the stone head cohabitate in 
Parsons' Prospect Street home. 

The stone head has a personality that is 
multifaceted. Parsons says. It stands upright on its own 
on the floor near Parsons' television in his living room. 
And depending on the lighting, the face tends to take on 
a multitude of different shapes - and some of them are 
indeed ghastly. 

"The eyes darken," said Parsons. "It shows up 
in the shadows at night. On the nose it looks like it has a 
huge scar." 

Parsons is convinced that there is something eerie 
about the thing. Perhaps paranormal, or maybe it's evil 
and cursed, or maybe there's just some mystical power to

for the primitive statue, but so far no one wants to put 
up the old stone dude.

"She (the landowner) feels bad about pulling the 
plug on this/' said Nichols, "but she has to move on with 
her life ad I totally understand that." 

A house is now slated for construction at the 
corner lot. 

"I feel bad for the people at the garden," said 
Nichols. "I'm probably the only one who has enough 
room in my back yard.. .but most of the others, that's 12 
people who don't have a place to garden next year." 

One thing that is a must for a community garden, 
says Nichols, is that there has to be a water source or the 
potential to install one. A community garden would be 
best if it were centrally located, added Nichols, "But that's 
not a must." 

"Once we get started we're pretty self- 
sustaining," said Nichols. "As long as there's water and 
we don't have to do a crazy amount of knocking trees 
down and digging up stumps." 

Nichols said he was hoping to have another place 
for the garden by the end of this fall because a certain 
amount of prep work has to be done to ensure success in 
the spring. 

According to Nichols, he approached the 
Mattapoisett Agricultural Commission back in May, 
which received Nichols' proposal to find town-owned 
land for a community garden with enthusiasm, the 
commission even proposed two possible sites for the 
garden, Nichols said. Since then, though, Nichols says 
hasn't heard anything back from the Town. 

At this point, says Nichols, "We'll take anything 
we can get our hands on."

raised by two parents, fed by the mother with food 
brought by the father. 

The most important of all for the fledgling has 
been learning to fly by imitation and to fend for itself in 
preparation for a migration journey of up to 2,500 miles 
or more. When that time comes with the dawn of the first 
day, as in my illustration, it is my opinion the fledgling 
will take a cue from the mother as she normally departs 
before her mate and may not be joined with him until next 
spring. 

Today, technology makes it easier to follow the 
path of migrating birds because satellite and G.P.S. are 
gradually replaced by new monitoring and cellular tags 
that get smaller and lighter every year, thanks to battery 
improvements and solar powered options. Tracking the 
first movement of a fledgling may be erratic as they often 
first experiment and explore the neighborhood with a test 
of wings in distance and direction to get back home. 

Traditional stopping points along the Atlantic 
Flyway have been tracked to be first along the 
Connecticut shoreline near Old Lyme, then past the 
mouth of the Hudson River toward Sandy Point, New 
Jersey, and ultimately a major build up in numbers at 
Cape May, New Jersey, similar to other hawk migrations. 

After crossing the Chesapeake and further south 
past the Florida Everglades and Key West, the resolve in 
direction and distance seems to have wavered and waned 
in recent years, possibly due to global climate change. 
Some are now spotted staying for the winter in the 
wetlands of Cuba, but others still go as far as along the 
Amazon River in Brazil or even in Venezuela. 

Such monitoring of migration movements and 
patterns may very well shed light on measurement of the 
variation and environmental health of raptor populations. 

For the rest of us who remain satisfied to stay 
where we are, we are content enough to be rewarded by 
observing the dramatic daily deciduous transformation. 

Looking skyward often reminds me of the prayer 
"I shall lift mine eyes unto the hills, whence cometh my 
help", and this experience may be amplified with a good 
pair of binoculars. 

Recently across Little Bay in Fairhaven, there

Rochester Readies for 911 Regionalization 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester is celebrating the $1,693,485 grant 
the State 911 Department awarded the town to upgrade 
its emergency response infrastructure and cover the 
costs of integrating into the Regional Old Colony 
Communications Center (aka the ROCCC), a regional 
911 service in Duxbury covering the towns of Duxbury, 
Halifax, Plympton, and soon, Rochester. 

Duxbury Fire Captain Rob Reardon on October 
16 presented an update on the grant and the projects 
slated for completion in early 2018 during a meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

According to Reardon, the state received about 
$48 million total in requests from municipalities across the 
state, and awarded $12 million - Rochester, Reardon said.

has likely received the largest grant amount ever awarded 
in the history of the Regional Emergency Communication 
Center (RECC) Support Grant. 

"They believed in this project," Reardon said. 

Breaking down the funding, Reardon said 
$119,000 would go towards the hiring of a full-time 
director at the ROCCC, and $400,000 is for design and 
architect fees for an expansion of the ROCCC. The rest of 
the $1,174,800 will be spent between Rochester and the 
ROCCC on "stuff we need," as Reardon put it. 

In Rochester, about $224,000 will cover upgrades 
to police, fire, and Department of Public Works repeaters. 
"They were in dire straits and in need of repair," said 
Reardon. 

Increasing the height of the antenna, installing an 
HCAV system at the police station, and the addition of a 
generator will also be funded. 

At the Rochester dispatch center, $91,086 will 
integrate the local 911 into the regional system, and 
to be installed will be an emergency phone for $2,151, 
$2,313 to secure the lobby, $8,000 for an alarm system, 
$18,000 for a video surveillance security system, $2,600 
remote door lock, and a $1,700 door buzzer, among other 
miscellaneous items. 

Another $28,165 will outfit the Fire Department 
trucks and ambulances with computers. 

At the ROCCC, in addition to the new director, 
several full-time and part-time staff will be hired to cover

the increase in service to Rochester so three employees 
will be on duty round-the-clock, with four on duty during 
peak hours. 

Reardon noted that with this particular grant, 
there are no obligations for the Town to match any of the 
funds granted. The conversion to a regionalized 911 is 100 
percent funded by the state. 

"This is obviously to promote regionalization," 
said Reardon. 

The upgrades top Rochester's emergency 
response infrastructure, Reardon said, "...Include safety 
features to police and fire.. .that you don't see in small 
towns." 

"It's phenomenal," Reardon said. For example, 
normally while a dispatcher is speaking over the police 
radio, an officer would be unable to interrupt should an 
emergency arise. With this new upgrade, an officer in 
trouble would be able to intercept the dispatcher to call 
for help. 

"With this new system, the second the officer keys 
that radio the dispatcher hears it. I don't know any other 
department around here with it," said Reardon. 

As for a timeline, Reardon said there was a delay 
in releasing the grant money, so there will ultimately 
be a delay in the integration. The initial target date was 
January 1, 2018, but now Reardon is aiming for March 
2018. He assured the selectmen that the new 911 system 
would be in place by the start of fiscal year 2019, which

starts July 1, 2018. 

In addition to the grant, Rochester is also locked 
in for an additional $125,000 annually for five years to 
cover the cost of the 911 service, which would have cost 
Rochester $300,000. 

In a follow-up interview with Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar, she said currently the 
Town spends $320,000 each year to run its local dispatch 
center, and that total does not include the cost of benefits 
to union employees. 

"It's quite a big savings for us," said Szyndlar. 

After the five years, Rochester will engage the 
ROCCC in negotiations on an annual 911 service cost. 

In other news, the 2017 Rochester Country Fair 
generated some money this year, compared to a loss last 
year in 2016. 

Country Fair Committee member Kelly Morgado 
said this year's country fair went well. Last year, Morgado 
said, the fair incurred $66,000 in expenses and only 
recovered $65,000 in income. This year, the fair spent 
$63,000 but brought in $68,000 in revenue. 

Morgado said the country fair is considering 
bringing back Thursday night to next year's country fair 
schedule, "But it has to be a big night," Morgado said, "so 
that has yet to be determined." 

"All in all, I think this year went well," said 
Morgado. 

Morgado did report that four members of the

The Marion Board of Selectmen on October 17 
voted to appoint Marion Police Lieutenant John Garcia as 
the next police chief for the Town of Marion. 

The board held public interviews with Garcia and 
Sergeant Richard Nighelli last month, choosing to open 
up the position internally to department veterans holding 
rank of lieutenant or sergeant; four were eligible, but only 
Garcia and Nighelli applied. 

"This is a tough decision and I'm glad we're in 
this tough decision because no matter who we decide to 
pick, both of these candidates would be an asset to the 
Town of Marion," said Board of Selectmen Chairman Jody 
Dickerson just before taking a vote. 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves agreed, saying, "Both 
men are extremely qualified. They're just...like you said, 
either one is a win for the town and this is one of the 
tougher decisions in this chair that I'm going to make this 
evening." 

After the vote. Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
was able to reach the two gentlemen via phone before 
adjourning, saying, "Obviously Lt. Garcia is ecstatic." 
Dawson added that Sgt. Nighelli thanked the selectmen,

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to consider him for the position." 

"This was both a win-win for the town," said 
Dawson. "I think Sgt. Nighelli represents the bright future 
[of this department]." 

Current Police Chief Lincoln Miller announced 
back in May his intent to retire come the end of 2017. 

In other news, the Subcommittee of the Town 
House Building Committee will be joined by Finance 
Director Judith Mooney and Dawson when it comes the 
time to review submitted RFQs for the design services for 
the exploration of a town hall at the Senior / Community 
Center site on Mill Street, with the capacity to vote on 
a preferred RFQ along with the seven subcommittee 
members. 

Subcommittee member Robert Lane voiced his 
preference for allowing Mooney and Dawson to advise 
the committee, but without voting privileges, saying the 
subcommittee has a very specific goal with a maximum of 
$34,000, an amount Lane deemed "a very small amount of 
money." 

Selectman Norm Hills argued that, since in the 
past RFQ review committees have always included 
Mooney and Dawson as voting members, the Town 
should continue that tradition. 

Gonsalves voiced his inclination to grant Lane his 
request, but ultimately went along with Hills' motion to 
allow Mooney and Dawson to join the subcommittee to 
review the RFQs as voting members. 

"Til vote 'aye', but I'm still not feeling it, but I 
respect it," said Gonsalves. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen accepted 
Chief Miller's recommendation to appoint Sean Day as 
a full-time officer. Day has been employed as a part-time 
special officer for one year. "He's been a fine officer," 
Miller said. "He's been an asset to the department. 

He goes the extra mile.. .and I think he will be a great 
addition to the department." 

The selectmen also appointed Christian Ingerslev 
to the Marion Energy Management Committee in a 2-1 
vote. Hills made the motion, which was seconded by 
Dickerson. Gonsalves voted 'nay/ saying, "I like Dale 
[Jones'] thinking," who was one of three candidates. The

Also appointed that evening was James Verni to 
the Conservation Commission, Stephen Cushing to the 
Carver/Marion/Wareham Regional Refuse Discharge 
District, and Joseph Guard to the Marine Resources 
Commission as an alternate member.

The Fees Are Coming, the Fees Are Coming 

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

On October 17, the Rochester Conservation 
Commission resumed discussion and debate regarding 
the establishment of fees for filings. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon distributed 
a spreadsheet and other supporting documentation that 
detailed what other cities and towns charge for filings 
such as Determination of Acceptability applications and 
Notices of Intent. 

Unlike surrounding communities, Rochester 
had not instituted a filing fee structure, until now. The 
commission also considered further 'after-the-fact' filing 
fees as a penalty for performing activities in jurisdictional 
areas without prior approval. 

Commission member Daniel Gagne suggested a 
step system for Notice of Intent filings that included six 
categories each with a fee. Those categories are: site work 
only, homes, commercial, wetland crossings, docks and 
piers, and wetland delineations. 

Fees would run around $100 for each category. 

The commissioners reasoned that these types of 
filings are complex, requiring more assistance from the 
conservation office and therefore should carry a heftier 
fee. Gagne said that the categories noted are recognized 
by the Department of Environmental Protection. 

For Requests of Determination of Applicability, a 
flat fee of $50 was settled on by the commissioners, with a 
doubling of that fee for after-the-fact filings. 

Timing for implementation of fees will follow 
after discussions have concluded. 

In other business, Ryan Motta's RDA filing 
received a Negative Determination. Motta's property is 
located at 229 Neck Road, the site of a former farm. Motta 
plans to return some portions of his property to farming 
activities and sought permission to clear land up to a 25- 
foot No Disturb Zone for raising alpacas, pasture lands.

Swamp Subdivision Preliminary Talks Close 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 

By Marilou Newell 

On October 16, the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
re-opened preliminary discussions with David Davignon 
of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates representing 
Dennis Arsenault. Arsenault is proposing a two-lot 
subdivision situated deep inside a recognized wetlands 
system at the end of Snow Field Road. 

Chairman Tom Tucker asked Davignon if the plan 
before the board had any changes from those reviewed 
and discussed on September 18. Davignon responded no. 

Original conceptual design was for the 
construction of a roadway extension at what is currently 
a dead end on Snow Field Road. That roadway plan 
would have allowed access to upland acreage where the 
proposed lot subdivision is planned. However, during 
earlier preliminary discussions, it was clear that Planning 
Board oversight of a roadway extension would prove a 
long process, given the surrounding wetlands. 

When Davignon went before the Planning Board 
back on September 18, the plan had changed, with the 
proposed roadway extension redesigned into a shared 
private driveway for the two lots, and a large cul-de-sac 
where Snow Field currently ends. The proposed cul- 
de-sac would provide frontage for the lots, while the 
driveway would not require Planning Board oversight. 

On this night, Davignon responded to a few 
questions from the Planning Board and concerns 
presented by abutters. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham said the cul- 
de-sac "looks strange," with Tucker agreeing. 

But Davignon, while agreeing it might look 
strange, said the design did meet requirements. "It's not 
relevant if it looks funny," said Davignon. 

Denham asked, "But do we have a guarantee it 
complies with zoning requirements? I've never seen it 
before, but I don't have the expertise to guide the board 
one way or the other." 
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Moving on to other questions. Planning Board 
member Janice Robbins asked, "In terms of design, 
who oversees that? Do we have the authorization to 
ensure it meets guidelines? .. .It is our duty to approve a 
driveway?" 

Tucker said the board had approved new 
driveways in the past. He also confirmed to Robbins that 
the board would be overseeing the construction in terms 
of its compliance with construction standards. 

Regarding if and how the newly created cul-de- 
sac might become the responsibility of the Town, Tucker 
said the developer could ask the Town to accept it in 
the future via a Town Meeting vote. Davignon said, "If 
it is built to spec, the Town can accept it." He added, "It 
happens all the time." 

Abutter Peter LaFreniere asked how the 
stormwater runoff that is already a problem on Snow 
Field Road would be managed. Davignon said a drainage 
study would be completed, yet it was unclear whether 
that study had begun yet. Davignon said the study would 
help with drainage calculation and planning. 

Abutter Andrea Osborne said, "Our biggest 
concern is the water." She likened the changes to the 
roadway and the creation of a long driveway to a 
dam. Davignon held to his conclusion that once water 
movement studies were completed, culverts and berms 
would allow water to drain properly. 

Robbins said, "But your plans show waivers for 
drainage." 

"Well," said Davignon, "we are going to do a 
drainage analysis." 

Abutter Gary Zahn asked how the proposed cul- 
de-sac was going to benefit the neighbors. Davignon said 
from a public safety standpoint it would allow emergency 
vehicles to turn around and access fire hydrants more 
readily. 

Denham stated that he would like to see a peer 
review consultant brought into the planning process. 
Tucker concurred, and noted to Davignon that the board 
would be asking for that consideration. 

Tucker then asked Davignon if he thought 
further preliminary discussions were needed. Davignon

Spring Street Zoning Change Revisited 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board listened on October 
16 to a number of Marion residents who support the 
resurrection of the proposed zoning bylaw change for 
land located north of Route 6 that was defeated at Town 
Meeting this past May. 

The board was asked to spearhead the new effort 
to persuade residents to approve the zoning change. 

In what would prove to be a lengthy discussion 
of past strategy mistakes, town resident Sherman Briggs 
initiated the discussion with the board, noting that he 
had been contacted by Marion Town Planner Gil Hilario 
asking that Briggs reconsider the proposed development 
of the land on Spring Street. 

Briggs had previously pitched the idea of a 
multi-use development off Spring Street that included 34 
housing units for what was described as "empty-nesters". 
In order to implement his development plan, the zoning 
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on the property must be changed from General Business/ 
Limited Industrial to Residence E Multifamily Residence. 

Voters rejected this change at Marion's Annual 
Town Meeting in May 

The attorney for Briggs, Patricia McArdle, 
requested that the Planning Board bring the article to 
Town Meeting, saying, "Procedurally, because we brought 
it before Town Meeting before, we cannot bring it again 
for two years." 

Briggs stated that he would be "willing to run the 
gauntlet again," adding, "But I'm done practicing." He 
suggested that if the article was to go to Town Meeting 
that all Town boards should work cooperatively. 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum 
expressed her support of the zoning change, while Vice 
Chairman Steve Kokkins reviewed for the board the 
issues that were raised at the May Town Meeting. 

Kokkins noted that there had been concerns about 
the density of the development and traffic related to it, 
but that generally he supported the project and the zoning 
change. 

Board member Will Saltonstall commented, 

"A project of this nature is suitable for the location and 
property," and wondered aloud why it didn't succeed in 
May. Briggs replied, "Two words - John Rockwell." 

Saltonstall summarized what he believed 
Rockwell's concerns were — that the area is zoned 
commercial, there is a certain amount allocated for the 


town, and was residential use the highest and best use for 
the land? 

Board members acknowledged that the project 
dovetailed well with the Town's draft Master Plan, which 
contemplates mixed-use developments. Briggs noted that 
the land already achieved mixed use with the inclusion 
of Baldwin Brothers and the Marion Institute on the 
property. He noted that the residents of his proposed 
housing development could walk to nearby businesses. 

Saltonstall reiterated his support but cautioned, 
"We need to be careful how this is perceived. This is 
Sherman Briggs' project, and we support it. Not push it, 
[Briggs] pushes it." 

Kokkins added that there was abundant 
commercial land in town that is under-utilized and that 
"times had changed" since that land had been zoned 
commercial. 

McArdle highlighted the concern voters at Town 
Meeting had about the sewer, noting there is already 
sewer on the lot. 

Town resident, tree warden, and participant in the 
development of the Master Plan Margie Baldwin spoke in 
support of the project, but suggested the Planning Board 
be aware that the zoning change could be perceived as 
a zoning change to benefit one developer. She urged the 
board to convince residents this zoning change is right for 
the town. 

Resident and Marion business owner Dan Crete 
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spoke in support of the zoning change, but admonished 
the board for not presenting the Town Meeting article well 
in May, saying "[It] was not marketed well, to be honest. 
There was no verbiage about why, or how it fit in [to the 
town], it was poorly done. It will be very important for 
the Planning Board to be persuasive at Town Meeting." 

Members of the board expressed their belief that 
the zoning change fit well with what was contemplated in 
the Town's draft Master Plan, the adoption of which will 
be voted on at the upcoming Fall Special Town Meeting 
on October 23. 

Board member Chris Collings suggested there 
might be more success with a new attempt at passing 
the zoning change because, "The difference is we have 
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an actionable plan now - the applicant and the Planning 
Board can co-present this. [We are] trying to find 
candidate properties to [implement] our Master Plan." 

The discussion concluded with Hilario 
commenting that the Marion Affordable Housing Trust 
voted its support of the zoning change at its most 
recent meeting. Kokkins was quick to point out that the 
proposal is for market rate housing units, and they are 
not considered affordable housing. Board member Norm 
Hills warned the board that only the zoning change, not 
the development, should be discussed at Town Meeting, 
and the two should not be conflated. 

In other business, the board was asked to make 
a recommendation to the ZBA regarding a request that 


120 Front Street be considered an existing two-family 
structure. Hills pointed out that the structure has been 
abandoned for years, noting, "The Fire Department has 
used it a number of times for practice. I wonder what the 
inside looks like!" Hills brought up the zoning bylaw that 
states, ".. .a non-conforming use or structure that has been 
abandoned, or not used for a period of two years, shall 
lose its protected status..." and be subject to the current 
zoning bylaws. Hills believed that it was clear the intent 
of the owner was to raze the structure. The board agreed 
to make the recommendation to the ZBA that the property 
be held to current zoning requirements, and any other use 
would require a Special Permit. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
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scheduled for November 6 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


Contentious Projects Near the Finish Line 

Rochester Planning Board

It has been a long process for Wellspring Farm in 
Rochester with months of public hearings -- oftentimes 
punctuated with frustrations that have escalated into 
angry exchanges -where large turn-outs have required the 
use of the Rochester Council on Aging meeting space. But 
not on October 12. 

Coming before the Rochester Planning Board on 
October 12, for what will likely be the next to last time, 
was Holly and Jim Vogel of Wellspring Farm, 42 Hiller 
Road, and their attorney George Boerger to address any 
final questions as the Planning Board fine tuned their 
draft decision. 

The Planning Board had closed the public hearing 
in September after hearing the concerns from abutters 
regarding noise, traffic, lighting, signage, running vehicle 
engines, and fencing, a process that has taken many 
months. The Planning Board made site visits and enlisted 
the assistance of Field Engineering to assist in providing 
guidance that would address the concerns of abutters. 

As the Planning Board members reviewed their 
draft decision that had been vetted through town counsel, 
the absence of standing room only crowds made for a 
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very pronounced quiet in the Town Hall meeting room. 

Chairman Arnie Johnson discussed the necessity 
for a pre-construction meeting before the Vogels began 
driveway and parking area work, while board member 
Ben Bailey wondered aloud about the noise regulation 
and the ability to quantify sporadic loud human 
outbursts. It was decided that state regulations would be 
referenced. 

Regarding fencing, the board determined that in 
the event the fence needed maintenance that work would 
be completed in 30 days, weather providing, and that 
inspection of the driveway area would be done by board 
members twice a year. 

The Vogels will return to the Planning Board 
on October 24 to receive the final decision. While this 
process is nearly closed, the Vogels still must complete the 
Conservation Commission process for work, as noted in 
the Planning Board decision. 

Also coming before the Planning Board to discuss 
drafts of final decisions was Bill Madden of G.A.F. 
Engineering representing Craig Canning, whose two 
projects have been wending their way through the public 
hearing process. 

Canning's projects -- an agricultural distribution 
facility named Progressive Growers planned for Kings 
Highway, and Rochester Farms --a retail vegetable stand 
and organic farming operation located on Marion Road, 
were discussed briefly with the draft language seeming 
to satisfy the board members and Madden. Canning's 
applications will also receive final decisions on October 
24. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for October 24 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Council on Aging building located on Dexter Road. 

Postcards From Grassi Bog 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on 
October 11 held a brief discussion on the town-owned 
Grassi Bog property, which is under the management of 
the Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission. 
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According to some photos submitted by 
Selectman Norm Hills taken at Grassi Bog, there appears 
to be some persisting water problems at the site despite 
extensive work to rectify ongoing water flow problems. 

"You can see that there's still water not doing 
what it should do, so I think we need to take a look," said 
Conservation Commission Chairman Cynthia Callow. 

"It's not clear to me that it's not supposed to do 
that or it is supposed to do that," commented commission 
member Jeffrey Doubrava. 

The commission decided to add Grassi Bog to the 
agenda for the next meeting and invite MOSAC Chairman 
John Rockwell to attend. 

"Let's go out and look, because we've got a 
couple of questions and maybe he can meet us out there," 
said Callow, leading to the scheduling of a site visit for the 
commission. 

In other matters, the commission granted 
a Negative Determination for the Request for 
Determination of Applicability for Marion ARK, allowing 
for a 10-foot by 16.5-foot addition, outdoor shower, and 
new deck for the address 2 Lewis Street. 

The public hearing for Great Hill Marion, LLC / 
Catherine Stone for a RDA to replace 10 pipes running 
underneath North Great Hill Road was continued until 
the next meeting at the request of the applicant. 

The next meeting of the Marion 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for October 25 at 
7:00 pm at the Marion Town House. 

Still No Specifics On Bus Driver Firing 

Rochester School Committee

Dozens of parents and supporters rallied behind 
the former bus driver of 27 years of the Rochester bus 
route 5 during the October 12 meeting of the Rochester 
School Committee, vowing to return again after most of 
their questions remained unanswered. 

Superintendent Doug White was tightlipped 
about the details behind the switching of routes of bus 
driver Rob Stinson and the subsequent firing of Stinson, 
and read a prepared statement addressing the School 
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Committee and the public. 

In its entirety. White stated: "Welcome, and I 
thank you for you passion on this particular topic. As we 
address this, there is a school component and there is also 
a bus company component. Just so we understand that, 
the School Committee agrees to a contract with a third 
party company to handle our bus company opportunities 
for all four of our districts. Rochester has a contract with 
Braga Transportation. So with that said, I have a few 
comments to state about the situation at hand. 

"I know that there's been concerns about a bus 
route in Rochester. I have empathy for both parties 
involved. As superintendent it is my responsibility to 
ensure that all students in the district are treated equally. 
During the course of the school year there are matters 
that come up that need to be addressed. When such 
issues arise I work closely with our administrators and 
families to meet the obligations of the students to ensure 
that all the requirements at large are being met. In the 
case of a recent bussing matter, not all regulations were 
being met, so in accordance with the current bus contract 
that was adopted between the school committee and the 
bus company, I asked the bus company to switch bus 
drivers so that all required regulations could be met for all 
students. 

"At this point, it's the obligation of the bus 
company to provide a driver for the route requested. As 
far as conditions of appointment of the bus driver, that is 
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a matter of the bus company. 

"In closing, in providing information for the 
School Committee, I also want to state that the district and 
the bus company has worked collaboratively for many, 
many years and will continue to work collaboratively 
The request from the district to the bus company was to 
have the driver switch routes to meet the needs of the 
students, which has not been an issue in the past. Please 
understand, due to the confidentiality in this matter, there 
is no further information that I can share either with the 
School Committee or with the public at this time." 

When questioned about which regulations 
specifically were not being met. White said, "The 
regulation says that every child that lives a mile and a half 
from school must have the opportunity to be transported, 
and that was not being done under the current situation." 

"The transportation needs were not being met," 
reiterated School Committee Chairman Tina Rood. 

Resident Robert Joyce, who started a petition 
calling for an investigation in the firing of bus driver 
Robert Stinson, said, "I'm still unclear of that... I'm still 
not clear on the exact reasoning because you're stating 
that the needs weren't met and the rules were violated." 

According to White, the major concern was that a 
child was not being picked up. 

"And that was the major issue... The need to 
change the driver would have solved the situation," said 
White. 


Joyce argued that the driver hired to replace 
Stinson was the real safety issue, saying that there have 
been two incidents when students were dropped off at 
home without any parents present. 

"Are you personally investigating this?" asked 
Joyce. "Because this is a safety issue." 

White said that matter was already under 
investigation. 

Many parents spoke out in defense of Stinson and 
pressed White for more information, but White and the 
School Committee asserted that specific information could 
not be released due to employee confidentiality. 

"We felt that for all parties that for the ability 
for drivers to be given different routes would satisfy the 
needs of everyone," White said. 

But resident Melanie Zachary pointed out, "A 
driver was let go, he wasn't moved. And I heard from the 
grapevine that he supposedly could get another bus route, 
but where has that gone? If you can trust him with a 
whole other bus of children, why can't he be trusted with 
the bus that he's driven for 27 years? Why is the need of 
one child taken over the need of the other.. .children on 
the bus...?" 

"It's really hard to talk about this one because 
we're not the employer," said School Committee member 
Sharon Hartley, "so we don't have all of the controls as 
an employer might have, and we do have a protected 
situation where there are children, parents, employers.

and employees involved here." She continued, "I never 
remember a problem like this coming before us like this... 
in nine years with Braga... We're going to do our best, I 
assure you, to take care of this. We can't talk about all the 
matters, but we are concerned." 

Joyce mentioned that he had documentation 
from Braga Transportation that White gave the bus 
company permission to interview the children during its 
investigation into Stinson. 

"Is this true? Did you give the bus company 
permission to speak with our children?" asked Joyce. 

"They can conduct an interview through our 
administration," said White. 

Unsatisfied with the reply, Joyce pressed White 
to admit that he gave permission for bus company 
administrators to speak to the children without parental 
notification. 

"No, I did not," said White. "I said that they can 
conduct an investigation... They have the ability... [but] I 
did not give them direct permission. 

"So the bus company lied," said Joyce. 

When asked, Joyce said he did not have the 
documentation with him. 

After another resident took issue with Stinson's 
firing as opposed to allegedly having the option to 
moving to a different route. White replied, " All I can 
tell you is that between the employer and the employee, 
that's how it needs to be addressed." 
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"We're talking about the livelihood of somebody 
whose been driving for 27 years," said resident Barry 
Patrakis, "and it could substantially affect his life." He 
said the issue still won't be closed after the meeting, and 
the bus company would continue to receive feedback 
from concerned parents. "Ultimately we are the customer 
even though they are the employer, but as tax payers and 
voters we are ultimately the employer." 

Rood stated, "The recommendation has been 
made to the bus company, but in the end they are the 
employer.. .but the recommendation has been made 
several times." 

There are a lot of upset children, one resident 
pointed out, and one of them was present in Stinson's 
defense and gave a tearful testimony on the kids' love for 
Stinson. 

Resident Julie Koczera commented, "I think a lot 
of the problem here as parents and children on the bus, 
we're just looking for a better understanding of why... I 
think we have the right to a better understanding too... I 
feel as though I have the right to know." 

White stated that the recommendation was to 
have Stinson switched to another route and no longer be 
allowed to drive Route 5. 

"The request was for a change," said Rood. 

"What happened beyond that is what happened beyond 
that." She later said, "Obviously there is passion behind 
this issue but I would ask everybody to trust our 
administration.. .and that that process is being followed. 

The Rochester School District still has another two 
years to its contract with Braga. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for November 16 at 6:30 pm at 
the Rochester Town Hall.

football crown on the line.

"The coaching staff is doing a tremendous job, 
and the kids have bought in," Trahan said. "They believe 
in the coaches and each other, and it shows." 

Trahan feels that the fall success is a product of 
some great senior leadership. 

"It's a very tight-knit senior group, and we knew 
it was going to pay off," he said. 

Those seniors were honored during Homecoming 
proceedings last week, including the thrilling 20-14 night 
win under donated portable lights vs Upper Cape last 
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Friday night. 

"The kids play to the very last whistle," Trahan 
said. "Things get a little dicey, but they weather the storm 
and handle it." 

Trahan was proud of the crowd as well, which 
came out in force to support the Cougars.

Tom of Finland. Starring Pekka Strang and Jessica 
Grabowsky. Directed by Dome Karukoski. Running 
time: 115 minutes. No MPA A rating, but equivalent to an 
NC-17. Now playing in limited theatrical release. 

Touko Laaksonen, better known as the fetish 
artist Tom of Finland, liked to draw what aroused him: 
beefy men in uniform, or leather, or leather uniform. 

A veteran of World War II, Touko seemed to draw his 
aesthetic partly from the Nazis, with whom the Finnish 
army fought against the Soviet Union in an example of 
"the enemy of my enemy is my friend — kind of." (Finland 
stayed independent and never formally allied with Nazi 
Germany; near the end of the war the two countries got 
into it with each other anyway.) I don't think the new 
Finnish biopic Tom of Finland gets into the Nazi thing, 
which is probably for the best; by his own admission, 

Touko was never particularly political at heart, though his 
work ended up being plenty political. 

Touko (Pekka Strang) cuts an artsy figure — with 
his porkpie hat and mustache, he resembles a Eurotrash 
R. Crumb (whose bizarrely sexual comics, like Touko's 
art, are as notorious as they are renowned). He slouches 
around Finland, furtively pursuing men in parks or at 
"poker parties" and risking arrest. (Homosexuality didn't 
become decriminalized in Finland until 1971.) He has a 
job in advertising, and on the side he draws painstaking 
pictures of men posing alone or in twos or threes, 
sometimes busy, sometimes just bulging. What made 
Touko's drawings so magnetic to gay men in later years, 
and what gives them a spark that transcends the usual 
porn, is that they come from such an obvious, desperate 
place of, well, concupiscence. It was his inner orgy life 
given form, though in technique it was, as one critic said, 
illustrative but not expressive. The men's expressions are 
sullen or glazed over with lust (there are some exceptions). 
The blankness of their faces is a good screen on which the 
viewer can project his fantasies. 

The movie's Touko seems to follow suit, eventually 
shopping for leather-daddy gear and becoming one of 
his own stolid cartoons. Touku never seems especially 
cheerful or even happy. The frequent same-sex encounters 
are filmed rather neutrally by straight director Dome 
Karukoski. The heart of the movie is in the relationships 
between Touku and those who love him, such as his 
disapproving sister (Jessica Grabowsky), or his younger 
lover who succumbs to AIDS, or the Californian gays 
who invite him out to see the impact he had on American 



rough-trade culture (in the West Coast '70s as well as the 
Helsinki '40s, it's all about butch hair and mustaches and 
shared cigarettes and sexuality so aggressive it seems 
almost punitive at times). What we don't know is whether 
he loves them back — or can. The film cites Touko's 
wartime stabbing to death of a Russian paratrooper as the 
event that froze his soul, took him out of the human race 
and sidelined him as a watcher, an artist. 

Once the movie gets to California and the snarky 
twinks and amiable bears who revere Tom of Finland's 
work, its outlook improves and it shakes off, at least 
temporarily, the Helsinki blues. It does spend a lot of 
our time beforehand being dreary (though, as lighted by 
cinematographer Lasse Frank, gorgeously dreary — not 
drearily dreary as in the recent England Is Mine). I found 
myself wanting a whole movie documenting Touko's 
bright years in the '70s, before AIDS decimated the 
community and before Touko himself fell to emphysema 
in 1991. But in order to appreciate Touko's liberation and 
vindication in his later years we need to see the repression/ 
oppression of his youth. In the '40s, Touko passes one of 
his naughtier drawings under a toilet stall as a come-on; he 
gets a fat lip for his troubles. Fast-forward to the '70s, and 
dudes are dueling with giant inflatable phalluses at pool 
parties where wayward police are catcalled. 

That juicy round of hooting at embarrassed cops 
who, in another time and place, would have been arresting 
the whole party is gratifying and about as close as the 
movie comes to pure comedy — except when it shows 
us Touko's work. The drawing has the fizz of an artist 
mesmerized by his own onanistic images, like all those so- 
aroused-it-hurts drawings by R. Crumb of fat-bottomed 
girls, or S. Clay Wilson's seething panoramas of filth. It 
has wit, and a refreshing lack of sentiment. Would that 
the same were true of the film, which goes a little soft 
(flaccid, if you will) near the end, with a bunny brought 
into a dying man's hospital room — the scene is, I think, a 
mistake. But most of the handsomely assembled film pays 
tribute not to the man's pornography but to the way it 
pointed gay men away from shame towards pride, like an 
arrow, or like something similarly shaped.

The 
game remained pretty even, with Jack Martins stealing 
a puck and beating the Blue goalie unassisted, and Jared 
Robbins assisted by doCanto, and doCanto assisted by 
Gallagher, adding their own goals. It was a good battle 
with all the goaltenders playing great — Steven Strachan 
(White), Ethan Allegrini and Alex DeMarco (Blue). 

In their second game of the weekend, the 
Gladiators Blue team beat the North Stars White team 
4-2. The North Stars jumped on the board first, but the 
Gladiators evened it up two minutes later when Tyler 
Lovendale took the feed from Quirino doCanto and 
Jared Robbins, beating the goalie. The next goal came a 
few minutes later when Lovendale returned the favor to 
doCanto, sending him in on a breakaway, and doCanto

My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her seed 
mix. How can I get her to eat the other seeds? 

I equate an all seed diet to an all-white bread 
diet. Ok, in the short run, but severely deficient 
over time. Seeds lack vitamin A and a number of 
essential oils. 

What should I feed my parrot? 

Feed pelleted bird food. It looks like dry dog or 
cat food but much smaller, and its formulated 
for birds. To this add fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Offer the seeds for 10 minutes in the morning 
and 10 minutes in the evening and leave the 
pellets, fruits and veggies available for the rest of 
the day.

As part of the on-going effort to upgrade 
the Marion Music Hall, the Board of Selectmen has 
unanimously approved new Guidelines and Rental Fees.

Mrs. Taber also had the vision to 
build the Town Library and Natural History Museum, the 
Stone Chapel at the Congregational Church, and Tabor 
Academy, originally founded to educate girls and boys of 
Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 
Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens
